


Anglo students oppose 
Bill 101 section

Â campaign to oppose 
section 39 of Bill 101 Is being 
organized by anglophone 
student leaders and'members 
of Council of Quebec Minorities 
(CQM). 

At a meeting held Wed- 
nesday in the Council’s offices, 
the organizers agreed to cir- 
culate a petition asking for an 
amendment of the section. 

The sectibn in question, 
which comes Into effect on 
January 1, 1981, prohibits 
Quebec-trained professionals 
from practising In the province 
until they have passed a French 
proficiency test. At present, 
temporary work permits are 
being Issued on the condition 
that the professional show a 
willingness to learn the 
language. 
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The meeting, organized by 
CQM's program director 
Graham Weeks, was attended 
by student leaders from McGill, 
Bishop's and Concordia 
universities as well as the 
Vanler, Champlain and Dawson 
CEGEPs. 

The petition will be cir- 
culated on the CEGEP and 
university campuses from 
October 3 to October 17, after 
which it will be sent to the 
Quebec Minister for cultural 
development and the Conseil 
de la Langue française. 

“With the petition, we will 
have strong support to make 
representation to the govern- 
ment," said vp external Benoit 
Laurin, McGill's representative 
at the meeting. 

In addition to the petition, 
the group is planning a letter- 
writing campaign. 

Weeks told the Dally the 
group has recèived support 
from many directors of 
professional programs, 
especially from nursing 
program directors, whose rate 
of failure In the French 
proficiency tests Is high. 

“Although the Council first 
did research on the whole 
problem, initiated it and is 
■coordinating the campaign, we 
feel this Is really a student

Students have 
say in UIC decision 



OTTAWA (CUP)-Employment 
and Immigration MlnIster'Ron 
Atkey agreed Monday to Involve 
the National Union of Students 
(NUS) In a consultative process 
taking place before any 
changes In unemployment 
insurance regulations are In- 
troduced. 

. In the first meeting between 
NUS and Atkey, the minister 
said the confidential govern- 
ment paper outlining possible 
cuts in unemployment benefits 
Is only a "discussion paper” 
and that the government will be 
seeking input from labor and 
women’s groups as well as 
from NUS, according to NUS 
chairperson Alex Oaschko. 

At the meeting NUS repre- 
sentatives outlined their con- 
cern about the possible effects 
on students of changes dis- 
cussed In the confidential 
paper, leaked to the press last 
week, said NUS researcher Jeff 
Parr. 

Atkey assured NUS that no 
concrete proposals have been 
made to the government and

SST shift cut illegal 



that none will be made until the 
consultative process Is com- 
pleted, probably in the late fall, 
Parr said. 

Atkey said at the meeting 
that the creation of a new Youth 
Employment Secretariat ann- 
ounced on Saturday wilt allow 
the coordination of all current 
federal youth employment pro- 
grams. 

But Atkey also said In reply 
to criticism of the low wages 
paid under the current Young 
Canada Works program, that 
there was no additional money 
available to Increase the salar- 
ies. 

NUS told the minister that 
students working in the pro- 
gram, which usually pays the 
minimum wage, cannot save 
enough money during the sum- 
mer to pay for their studies 
during the fall. Daschko said he 
felt the meeting went well but 
that NUS hopes to meet 
regularly with the minister.- In 
the future to discuss specific 
issues In greater detail.

A Students’ Socletydeclslon 
to eliminate the midnight shift 
In the Society-owned typeset- 
ting (SST) shop was Illegal, say 
typesetting employees. 

"The decision to cut the shift 
was done unilaterally," said 
SST union spokesperson Pat- 
rick Sullivan. 

“As we understand It, sec- 
tion 47 of the Quebec Labour 
Code prohibits management 
from changing the conditions 
of employment without the 
consent of the emgloyees. It 
was done without consulting 
us and so It was Illegal.” 

The decision to permanently 
cut the shift, made by the 
current Society executive at the 
end of the 7^79 school sess- 
ion, was one of a series of 
measures taken by manage- 
ment to Improve the financial 
picture of SST. Society compt- 
roller Jon Shlfman says SST 
Incurred a $28,000 loss last 
fiscal year. 

The shift cutback was bitterly 
opposed by the Dally staff, who 
argued they would be unable to 
meet the earlier production 
deadlines this would entail. The 
Dally Is the largest of SST’s 
customers. The dispute was 
escalated at a Students’ 
Council meeting Monday night, 
when Council, voted to uphold 
the executive decision for the 
midnight closure. 

“The thing that bothers us 



the most about the cut Is that It 
was done without consulting 
us,” said Sullivan. 

“It Is a bad precedent and 
one that we cannot just let go 
by.” 

The typesetting employees 
union received certification as a 
legal bargaining unit on March 
16, only three weeks before the 
cut was announced. They are 
affiliated with the Service Emp- 
loyees Union of the Quebec 
Federation of Labour and have 



spent the summer preparing 
their contract demands. Nego- 
tiations between the union and 
management are expected to 
begin within the next two 
weeks. 

“The reason we waited so 
long before saying anything 
about the cut,” said Sullivan, 
“has to do with the way the 
decision was made. But now 
that Students’ Council has 
ratified the decision we know It 
was not Intended to be nego- 
tiated.” 



Reierendum committee 
plans campus debates

Thrusting McGill Into the 
spotlight of the referendum 
debate was the subject of 
discussion for a small group of 
students Thursday night. 

“We want to talk this Issue 
up to the point of scandal so 
that everybody gets Involved In 
It,” said Referendum Commi- 
ttee chairman Paul Smith. 

Organized by vp external 
Benoit Laurin late last month, 
the committee’s mandate Is to 
promote debate and Inform the 
students on both sides of the 
referendum issue. Several sub- 
committees have already been 
formed to Involve as many 
people as possible, both on 



and off the campus. Lubin 
Bisson, a member of the core 
committee, said the group 
expects to host at least one 
speaker per month over the 
next eight months. Invitations 
to Prime Minister Joe Clark and 
Pierre Trudeau have already 
been sent, and more will soon 
be on their way to many other 
officials. 

Students’ Society funding for 
the committee’s activities was 
a question raised at the meet- 
ing. 

“Everything Is still up In the 
air at the moment,” said Smith, 
"but Benoit Laurin has indicat- 
ed there will be an increase If

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/ Soviet Union a paradox, say students

The Soviet Union is a 
paradoxicai mixture of coldiy 
efficient bureaucracy tempered 
by the presence of a warm, 
expansive peopie, said McGlii 
students who visited the 
country during excursions 
organised by the department of 
Russian and Siavtc Studies. 

"No one is indifferent to 
Russia. Either you iove it or 
hate it," said Dr. Aiexander 
Fodor, chairperson of McGiii's 
department of Russian and 
Siavic studies. 

"It Is a very mysterious 
country in that your reaction 
toward it is either definitely 
positive or violently negative." 

Dr. Fodor, a graduate of the 
University * of Leningrad, has 
had ample opportunity to judge 
the effects of the Soviet Union 
upon travelers. Each year his 
department recruits 45 
students to tour the USSR, an 
experience he says, helps 
students formulate a realistic 
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appraisal of life behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

"We were out to meet or- 
dinary Russians," said Fodor. 

"We wanted to talk to people 
In the subways, the streets and 
the libraries. It is necessary to 
get a feel for a country through 
contact with Its people. Books 
and study are not enough," he 
explained. 

Last year’s group had 
definite contact with the 
average Moscovite. Fodor can 
regale the listener with tales of 
enterprising students bent 
upon doing a little black- 
marketeering. 

"I had sleepless nights," 
admitted Fodor. "However, the 
officials were comparatively 
lenient. They did not want to 
blow anything out of propor- 
tion." 

A trip to the Soviet Union 
elicits different responses from 
the various participants. One 
graduate student, who is still 
trying to rid herself of parasites 
contracted while in Russia, 
came away with negative 
reviews. She is not overly 
anxious to repeat the ex- 
perience. 

Other Individuals admit to 
returning several times, 
although their reactions are 
mixed. 

"There are two distinct sides 
to Russia - the bureaucratic, 
cold official aspect and the 
warm and friendly side. You see 
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both,” said another graduate 
student. 

"However, there is a sense of 
paranoia which pervades the 
atmosphere. I visited friends 
and they wouldn't mention 
certain things aloud. It got to 
the point where we’d write 
things down on paper to 
communicate. I must admit, 
though, I didn’t know how real 
that threat really was," she 
said. 

Stories about Soviet hotel 
room buggings and phone taps 
are far from uncommon 



although these reports are 
largely unconfirmed. According 
to one source, there have been 
cases of telephone numbers 
being confiscated by Soviet 
authorities. 

Commented one graduate 
student: "It gets to the point 
where you iook over your 
shouider aimost constantly. I 
mean I love the culture and the 
people. But live there?" 

Dr. Fodor Is already planning 
ahead for this year’s excursion. 

"The Russian consulate 
phoned and said that everyone 



will receive visas. They are 
relying on my discretion to 
select students who won’t 
cause any trouble," he told the 
Dally. 

Though he does have 
reservations about the Soviet 
Union’s bureaucracy and of- 
ficialdom, Fodor remains en- 
tranced with the country. 

"We are very aware of the 
negative aspects," he said. 
"But we try to be apolitical. If 
we were to behave differently, 
our reception might be very 
different.”

Gov’t secrecy in decision making questioned

As we move towards the end of this . 
decade a visible trend is developing 
among the North American electorate to 
question the right of government 
bureaucracies to make important policy 
decisions In complete Isolation of the 
voting populace. 

As governments become larger and 
more distant, the electorate Is begin- 
ning to demand more day to day 
involvement In, and information about, 
decisions that greatly affect their lives. 

In California, this disenchantment 
resulted In the Initiation of Proposition 
13, which questioned the right of a 
seemingly self-perpetuating 
bureaucracy to set tax levels without 
consulting the voters. 

In Canada this mistrust Is manifest- 
ing Itself on two distinct levels. As in 
California, citizens groups demanding 
Income and property tax reforms have 
surfaced from coast to coast and 
provincial governments have embarked 
on budget balancing plans partially In 
response to this trend. 

The remote nature of federal govern- 
ment and federal agency decision, 
making has also prompted reaction 
from concerned groups, primarily those 
questioning government involvement In 
the nuclear industry and our financial 
support of third world dictatorships. 

This public dissatisfaction with gov- 
ernmental collection of Information and 
the secrecy with which they handle It 
has not been totally lost on our elected 
representatives. 

In 1977, the Liberal government 
passed the “Privacy Act" which ensured 
the right of Canadians to see any 
government document that dealt with 
them personally. 

Before the May federal election, the 
Liberal Party was working on a very mild 
form of freedom of information legisla- 
tion but It never reached the floor of the 
House of Commons. 

In that May election, one of the major 



planks In the successful Consen/ative 
Party election platform was a promise 
of strong freedom of Information 
legislation early in the fall term aimed at 
opening up the sprawling federal 
bureaucracy. 

All three major political parties now 
agree that some sort of legislation is 
necessary. 

Federal government agencies such as 
the Atomic Energy Control Board, the 
National Energy Board, the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Commission, and the 
Canadian Radio-Television and Tele- 
communications Commission, have no 
consistent rules governing what types 
of Information must be released to 
involved organizations and members of 
the general public are effectively 
excluded from access to background 
Information. 

Within government ministries, there 
are poorly-defined channels by which 
the public can gain access to printed 
material, and In the past this lack of 
definition has been used to cut the flow 
of Information to the press and the 
public at large. 

According to Tim Ralfe, a Privy 
Council specialist on freedom of 
Information currently on loan to the 
Consenrative Party, the specifics of the 
proposed legislation have not been 
Ironed out, but It will be based on the 
principle that all government Informa- 
tion should be made available to the 
public with the exception of material in 
a few protected areas. 

The effectiveness of the legislation 
will of course depend on the types of 
- information that will fall Into these 
protected areas, and there is concern, 
even among sitting Conservative mem- 
bers, that the legislation being drafted 
will include too many protected areas 
by the time it reaches the House of 
Commons. 

The most vocal pessimist within the 
Conservative Party Is Gerald Baldwin, a 
veteran P.C. member who Is generally 



recognized as an expert in the area of 
freedom of information. Baldwin has 
publically voiced his fear that Ottawa's 
powerful bureaucracy and some overly 
protective politicians will render Can- 
ada's first freedom of information 
legislation, something that he has 
worked towards tor fifteen years, too 
weak to have any real effect on secrecy 
in the federal government. . 

During the summer, Baldwin drafted 
his own freedom of Information bill In 
the hope that it would be adopted by or 
at least influence, his party's final 
decision. 

In Baldwin's proposed legislation, 
there are only six general areas where 
exemptions to complete disclosure 
could be made: 

• Cabinet and agency documents which 
contain opinions and advice (as oppos- 
ed to factual information) submitted 
before the formulation of the policy. 
Such an exemption would be made in 
effect until the final policy decision is 
made. 

• Personal files on individual citizens 
“including but not limited to, medical 
history, personnel, criminal and emp- 
loyment files, education records, fin- 
ancial transactions and the Identifying 
number, symbol or other particular 
assigned to the Individual". 

• Commercial and financial information 
which, if made public, would disad- 
vantage a financial enterprise in the 
competitive economy, i.e. proposed 
acquisitions of land and property, or In 
the governmental sphere, changes In 
zoning laws, etc. 

• Records, which, if exposed, would 
have an adverse effect on the enforce- 

' ment of the law, I.e. disclosing the 
identity of confidential sources, inter- 
fering with an enforcement proceeding, 
or revealing investigative techniques or 
procedures, proposed or currently in 
use. 

• Records which, if made public, could 
be shown would create unacceptable 



damage to the ability of the government 
to conduct its legitimate foreign policy. 

• Any record relating to present and 
future tactical military operations by the 
armed forces of Canada but not 
Including documents or other records 
relating to the policies on which those 
procedures are based. Also Information 
prohibited from disclosure in the 
national Defence Act and Intelligence 
operations specifically authorized by an 
appropriate minister. ^ 

Within these exemption areas. Bald 
win Is calling for time limits to the 
confidentiality of Information to ensure 
that all possible information will be 
accessible. Baldwin also emphasized 
the need for judicial recourse as a last 
resort if unclassified material is being 
withheld. In general terms, he Is calling 
for legislation that will provide access 
for the public, not loopholes for 
denying the public's right to informa- 
tion; a concern shared by other experts 
In this area. 

Professor Robert T. Franson, who 
was engaged by the Law Reform 
Commission of Canada to do a study 
into freedom of information at the 
government agency level, also empha 
sizes the undesirable effects of extend 
Ing secrecy into areas where confident 
iaiity is not absolutely essential. 

In his study paper, entitled “Access to 
Information-Independent 
Administrative Agencies", Franson 
states that he would recommend 
“legislation giving any member of the 
public a right to access to Information 
In agency files. ..Under such an app- 
roach agencies would be required to 
disclose any information in their files 
that could be released without causing 
harm, even though the requester might 
have no particular interest in the subject 
matter or In any matter before the 
agency." ^ , 

A major factor In the debate about 
what constitutes beneficial freedom of 
I Information legislation for this country 
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has been the effect of the United States* 
thirteen-year-old freedom of Informa- 
tion legislation. 

For instance, the likelihood of the 
pending Canadian legislation Including 
pervasive exemptions for Information 
relating to the competitive economy Is 
quite high due to the problems that the 
U.S. has had in this area. 

The prime users of government 
Information made public by the Ameri- 
can bill, have been large corporations 
trying to gain insights Into the internal 
operations of their competitors. 

But, just as the short-comings of the 
American legislation must be avoided, 
proponents of strong freedom of 
information legislation In Canada point 
out that the American legislation left 
relatively few areas of protected sec- 



recy. oonsequemiyr'puDiic" pressure - 
groups have been able to force 
Important changes In the marketplace 
and in government bureaucracy with 
their new sources of Information. 

The removal of red dye number 2 from 
supermarket shelves, the exposure and 
eventual correction of dangerous auto- 
mobile defects, and the exposure and 
correction of mismanagement In the 
Federal Housing Administration In the 
United States might never have taken 
place If strong freedom of Information 
laws did not exist. 

According to Baldwin, the Conserva- 
tive government now has the opportun- 
ity to Institute strong freedom of 
information legislation that hasn’t 
existed for the past decade and might 
not be here In a few years. Baldwin feels 
that because the Conservative govern- 



meni'inSflWTbttuuiii ui (nTonTTanun uno 
of the cornerstones of their election 
campaign. ..and because they are new 
to power, there is a real possibility the 
pending legislation will affect govern- 
ment secrecy. 

“There isn't the great need to hide 
potentially embarrassing disclosures 
because we are such a new govern- 
ment," says Baldwin and he and other 
supporters of strong legislation are 
hoping that will make it possible for the 
Conservative cabinet and then the 
House of Commons to support strong 
legislation as well. 

The costs of expanding access to 
government information Is of course a 
factor. Federal ministries and the larger 
administrative agencies will likely have 
to hire extra personnel to handle the 
paperwork Involved, but according to 
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longer thought to be as much of a factor 
as It was when the Liberal government 
drew up estimates for their proposed 
legislation. 

According to Franson, the smaller 
government agencies in the United 
States have been able to absorb the 
Increased costs Into already existing 
budget categories and a cost-benefit 
analysis of the legislation’s effect on 
the larger agencies has, to his mind, 
reaffirmed its worth. 

“The disclosure provisions that we 
are suggesting," he says, "can be 
expected to add little cost. I believe the 
benefits to be gained by disclosure- 
greater understanding of the administ- 
rative process and more democratic 
control of It— far outweigh the cost that 
will result."

Chides nudles coverup 
To the Dally: 

I must take strong exception 
to the Student Council's 
decision to ban the sale of 
Playboy and Penthouse at 
Sadie’s, as well as Ms. 
Brocklehurst's editorial (Wed. 
Sept. 19) supporting this 
recommendation. (I assume 
this Is the editorial position of 
the Dally.) 

As a visiting student from an 
American university, as well as 
a fèllow journalist, I have 
always believed that one of our 
fundamental rights Is that of 
freedom of the press. I am quite 
surprised that a college 
newspaper (to whom this right 
should be sacred) would place 
a restriction on this privilege. 
To argue that the removal of 
these magazines was done In 
the Interest of “good taste" 
simply does not cover up the 
glaring abuse of censorship. 

As university students, we 
are considered legally 
responsible to vote In national 
and provincial elections, as 
well as to purchase liquor. Are 
we then to assumé that we are 
not responsible and rational 
enough to choose our own 
forms of reading material? To 
some members of the Student 
Council, Playboy might be a 
"sexist" and offensive 
magazine; it Is their privilege 
not to purchase It. That does 
not give them the right, 
however to Inflict their views on 
the rest of the McGill Com- 
munity. 

If a Montreal tobacco store 
decided against carrying the 
dally newspaper from Waltham, 
Massachusetts, would that 
constitute censorship? Ob- 
viously not, since the average 
Montrealer Is not Interested in 



the news from Waltham. The 
proprietor's decision not to 
carry it was based solely on the 
concept of prof it motive. 

Likewise, If the manager of 
Sadie’s decided to carry 
Playboy Instead of Family 
Circle, that decision is quite In 
keeping with the spirit of 
capitalism. Family Circle does 
not appeal to most college 
students, and therefore does 
not sell; Playboy does. 

Granted, the members of the 
Student Council are the elected 
members of the student union, 
and are in a position to make 
decisions which affect the 
McGill community. I must 
argue, however, that the 
decision to censor (you may 
call it by any other name) is an 
abuse of power. I strongly urge . 
the Student Council to 
reconsider.
